- COLUMBUS', O., Aug. 5.—That rail- 
road rates for passenger travel in 
Ohio will be boosted is the expecta- 
tion of local railroad officials. 


These officials declared the Pear- 


son law, passed by the Ohio legisla- 
ture last winter, raising the Ohio pas- 
«enge,r fare to three cents from two 
cents a- mile, amounts only to 
"a 


scrap of paper." 
After passage of 


this law, congress passed the Cum- 
mjns-Esch act, which authorizes the 
Interstate commerce commission 
to 


set aside state fare laws and rates 
fixed by state commissions where 
such rates, or fares, discriminate un- 
duly against interstate rates. 


It is expected that the railroads, 


beforevmany days, will ask the inter- 
state commerce commission to ap- 
prove boosting the rate on Ohio inter- 
state passenger traffic to 3.6 cents 
per mile which Is the new interstate 
passenger rate.

BERLIN', August 5—With tho army 


of Soviet Russia at Germany's pastern 
frontier, Communist leaders declared 
today that a general strike would be 
proclaimed in Germany within a fort- 
night to establish a dictatorship of the 
Proletariat.

50,000 German Communists before the.

That woman who can be made to believe 
that either of the parties has unselfishly and disinterestedly put 
over suffrage for the sake of securing the ballot for women is, 
to say the least, simple minded and decidedly unacquainted 
with the history of the suffrage movement these seventy-five 
years past. 


For years this paper has urged the cause of votes for wom- 


en, not under any delusion that the entrance of women in poli- 
tices woffld "purify" politics, as its fdent supporters have so 
often declared, but simply as an act of justice to fully one-half 
of our citizens. We have simply maintained that there is no 
reason for male suffrage that is not equally a reason for female 
suffrage'; that if in the colonial days it was wrong to tax the un- 
represented, it is a still greater wrong now; that the denial'of 
the rucYii to vote to women was a^omplete negation of our
